ARGENTINA BUYS SHIPS FROM SPAIN 


NEW YORK—(NANA)—Spanish naval yards now are build- 
ing oil tankers and passenger ships for Argentina, according to 
the Madrid newspaper ABC. The ships, one of which will be 
a Transatlantic liner, will help repay the huge credits recently 
granted the Franco Government by Argentine President Juan 
Peron. 

Currently Argentina has 159,000 deadweight tons of ocean- 
going vessels. In 1939 the nation’s ships were restricted almost 
entirely to river and coastal vessels. 

The large increase came mostly during World War II, when 


Argentina expropriated Danish and French ships in its harbors 
after the Nazis had invaded those two countries. Since the war 
Argentina has increased her merchant fleet with large cargo 
ships acquired from Swedish, Danish and Trieste construction

An all-out drive was launched 
yesterday to secure $1,000,000 en- 
dowment for the Walter F. George 
Law School. 

The Board of Trustees which 
will administer the endowment 
fund includes five prominent 
Georgians—Hatton ‘Lovejoy, La 
Grange attorney, who will act as 
Chairman: Federal Judge T. Hoyt 
Davis, of the Middle Georgia Dis- 
trict, Vice Chairman: John A. Sib- 
ley, Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Trust Company of 
Georgia, Treasurer: Dr. Spright 
Dowell, President of Mercer Uni- 
versity, and William N. Banks, of 
Newnan. 

The Walter F. George Law 
School, a part of Mercer Universi.

gia’s senior Senator in 1947. 

Hughes Spalding, Atlanta attor- 
ney and close friend of Senator 
George, said that public contribu- 
tions, no matter how small, will 
be used to endow the school.

Chiang Kai-shek is asking for 
aid from the American Gov- 
ernment at a time when Chi- 
nese citizens have more than 
$600,000,000 secreted in this 
country. 

This is an official Govern- 
ment tally of the gold, cur- 
rency, bank deposits, Govern- 
ment bonds, corporation 
stocks and other private in- 
vestments held here since the 
war by wealthy Chinese Na- 
tionals. 

Roughly $250,000,000 of this 
wealth is held in bank ac- 
counts, including $97,000,000 
in gold holdings, while the re- 
maining $350,000,000 is held 
in Government bonds, cor- 
poration securities and other 
property and trust invest- 
ments. 

The latest official Treasury 
figures show that at least 206 
wealthy Chinese have funds 
and other assets here totaling 
more than $100,000 each.

This system is arranged by the 
United State Office of Education 
and the English Speaking Union, 
in co-operation¢with other organi- 
zations. 

She is teaching for a year at 
the Laxson Street Secondary Girls 
School in a working-class section 
of Southeast Londcn. 

“Our youngsters are more in- 
formal than the English children 
in their classrooms,” Miss Dunne 
said in an interview. “Here 
there is more of a gulf between 
the teacher and the pupil. 

“A formality of manner is 
taken for granted. The children 
are harder to get to know than

Frost, Snow, Hail Different 


DR. GERALD WENDT

What is the difference among frost, snow, hail and ice? 


Frost is frozen vapor which forms on the ground. 
are formed from water vapor which cools and condenses the liquid 
stage of water. Hail is frozen rain drops which might grow larger 
and larger by being swept upward repeatedly and receiving suc- 
Ice, of course, is the frozen 


solid form of water. 
Why do we say “Once in a blue moon?” 


A “blue moon” is not really blue. It occurs once in about two 
and three-quarter years, or seven times in every 19 years. The 
most recent was on May 22, last, and the next will come in March, 
1951. This cycle is how the blue moon can be identified. Since 
full moons occur 29% days apart, 12 such moon-months would 
add up to 354 days. Hence, while there are usually 12 full moons 
a year, sometimes there are 13. When figured by three-month 
seasons, there are usually three full moons in each season.

The label in these blouses, 
which are daily shuttling out to 
avid takers all over the country, 
reads “Frances Prince (in her 
own handwriting), Incorporated, 
hand-made blouses of imported 
fabrics,” and Mrs. Prince sees to 
it that no “liberties” are taken 
with these labels. Every seam, 
every tuck, every binding and 
every single panel of insertion 
is done by hand. 

There isn’t even a sewing ma- 
chine in the establishment. 

The fabrics, sheer batiste and 
handkerchief linen, are im- 
ported, as are the Val laces, 
Irish crochet and the exquisite 
hand embroidery used down the 
front and on the collars and 
cuffs. They are in turn hand- 
dyed by Mrs, Prince by a special 
formula she worked out in 
(sssh)! her hotel bathroom in the 
days when she was doing blouses 
just as a hobby and for gifts for 
her friends. She’s so sure that 
her formula is foolproof, against 
light and water, that she’s likely 
to invite you to try to boil it out. 

Like the acorn that grew into 
a huge oak, Mrs. Prince’s thriv- 
ing young enterprise got its 
start from one blouse. The 
blouse that like Alice’s famous 
blue gown, she wore and she 
wore until there was barely 
more than a shred left. 

Several years ago on one of 
her numerous trips to New York 
with her husband, an executive 
in a large local specialty store, 
she went shopping for a sheer 
ecru handmade blouse. 

“I walked for days looking 
for that blouse,” she remembers 
vividly. “There wasn’t a store 
on Fifth Avenue that I didn’t 
try, large ones, first, then the 
small ones, the smaller ones and 
the tiny little cubbyholes dotted 
up and down the street. I even 
caught myself glancing anxious- 
ly into pawn shop windows.” 

Of course, if she had found 
the blouse that, in all probabil-

The fact remains, fortunately 
for all concerned, that she didn’t. 

“By that time,” she recalls, 
“having a sheer, ecru handmade 
blouse had become almost a 
fetish. So I bought a few yards 
of whité handkerchief linen, 
matched it to a piece of white 
imported embroidery, bought up 
a bolt or so of Val lace edging 
and insertion, took the whole 
batch home with me, dipped it 
in a pot of ecru dye, sketched 
off the design I wanted and 
rushed it over to my dress- 
maker. 

“You know,” she confided, “I 
can’t sew a stitch.” 

Well, that was: just the be- 
ginning. 

“Where did you _ get that 
blouse?” yelled her friends. And 
“where did you get that 
blouse?” her husband’s business 
acquaintances ‘in Chicago, in 
Los Angeles, in Dallas, took up 
the chant.

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Our School Bus Disgrace 


Georgia spends more money per pupil 
per mile to have its children hauled to 
school than most of its neighboring States. 

Yet those children are frequently 
hauled in trucks, in ramshackle busses 
without windows, even in the trunks of 
beaten-up old automobiles. 

Georgia pays as high as $40 per pupil 
to have them hauled for a year’s 180 
school days. 

‘Yet there are numerous counties in 
Georgia where as many as 100 children 
are jammed, twice a day, into busses de- 
signed to carry 40. 

Georgia has a law which guarantees 
free transportation to every rural school 
child in the State. 

Yet almost daily into the Governor’s 
and State School Superintendent’s office 
come complaints from parents who are 
being charged extra fees by unscrupulous 
bus operators. 

Georgia’s school transportation system 
is in chaotic condition. There is no uni- 
formity of equipment, of efficiency, or of 
cost. Some counties have good busses, 
good drivers, good service. Others have 


Atlanta's Traffic Program 


Dowse Donaldson, of Atlanta’s City 
Council, has done a good job in projecting 
a five-year program of City improvement. 


We have supported thé over-all plan as 
logical under the bond issue program. We 
do not see much sense in flexing our edito- 
rial muscles in exhibitionist efforts to 
usher in the millennium tomorrow, real- 
izing thai, while stone walls do not a 
prison iaake, they do impede traffic. Cer- 
tainly, they cannot be torn down or elimi- 
nated without due process of law and 
recognition of the other fellow’s rights. 
Atlanta’s traffic ills are not something 
which can be remedied overnight. 


But five years can remedy much. In 
fact, we have an idea that Dowse Donald- 
son’s plan for 1949 will make quite a 
change. 

He proposes that sidewalks be widened 
to at least 16 feet. That makes sense. 
Street cars will disappear by March 1, 
maybe by Feb. 18. That will allow traffic 
to flow more freely, as buses move to the 
sidewalk to unload. It is time we did 
something for the pedestrian. 

Every downtown business has an in- 
terest in wider sidewalks which would 
allow pedestrians to move without shov- 
ing and crowding. With street cars gone 
we can spare a part of the streets for 
wider walks. 

Resurfacing the streets, once the street

Yet one cannot escape the suspicion 
that the inadequacies of our school trans- 
portation system stem more from lack of 
organization than of money. 

North Carolina, for instance, hauls 
more children more miles on more busses 
for a lot less money. 

Georgia could do it, too, with a little 
more planning and a little less politics. 


The county and city have worked in co- 
operation here to maintain the tax values 
in Atlanta and we assume this common- 
sense plan will continue. 

We believe also that elimination of 
light and power poles can be acomplished. 
They can be tied onto the buildings them- 
selves. The new Atlanta Constitution 
building illustrates how this may be done. 
The new lights, already tested, would add 
much to the attractiveness of the down- 


town area. 


We also can clean it up and urge prop- 
erty owners to do something about unat- 
tractive buildings and fronts. And we 
can urge them to plan for attractive signs, 
not garish eyesores.

Political Essay 


I don’t know Herman Talmadge, Governor of 
Georgia, very well. In all my life I have talked 
; with him but a few times, and then briefly. I 
knew his father a lot better. He was a character, as they say, and 
a political power moulded by his times, just as Hague and Kelley 
and Flynn had been moulded by their States, their populations and 
by those pressures one met in the job of winning elections. 


His son has been Governor of Georgia about a month now. He 
owes me nothing. I owe him nothing. I hope he makes a good 
Governor. I believe he wants to be one, and I want to discuss it. 


His start has been interesting. His appointments were good. 
When the Toombs County, cold-blooded murder came across his 
desk, he ordered an arrest to be made “regardless of who did it, 
regardless of color, or the persons involved.” That surprised a great 


many persons, 
Then Then a Cleveland, Ohio, man got mixed in the case. Appar- 

ently he thrust himself in against the wishes of the Negro 
attorneys and personalities involved. (Apparently there are no 
wrongs to be righted in Cleveland. Things are so perfect there 
that Mr. Goldwasser must go about the country, like Don Quixote, 
searching for things to set right.) It was his idea to bring the 
widow to the capitol in Atlanta to demand protection. 


When I heard about it I sat back to see what would happen. I 
was pretty sure the jourgey to the Capitol to demand protection was 
a publicity plot and, from that viewpoint—it was a good one. 


(I also began to send out inquiries about tHe background and 
affiliations of the gentleman who staged it. No answers are back 


as yet.) 

Wa er I made a modest wager with myself that they would get 
q - to see an aide. I was wrong. The Governor saw them 

and he promised protection. The Ohio visitor came out saying that 

Georgia had a great, progressive Governor in whom he had implicit 

trust. 


That sold me that the new Governor is even faster on his mental 
feet than report had it. If it was a publicity maneuver he turned it 
into publicity for himself. 


His closest supporters argued all along he had the quality of 
finesse. His father had no more finesse than Harold Ickes. Maybe 
not as much. Confronted with a similar situation he would thave 
had the Ohio visitor issuing statements which would have cracked 
every paper in the country and aroused the editorial writers to 
critical comment of himself and the State. 


This Gov. Talmadge made all the wire reports as the chief 
beneficiary of whatever publicity there was in it. And the State 
of Georgia looked pretty good, too. 


Advice All of this is very interesting. I don’t know who is ad- 

vising him— if, indeed, anyone is. You don’t learn finesse 
through advice. You either have it or you don’t. His friends say no 
one is advising him, that he needs no Emily Post on political man- 
ners. I string along with that opinion. 


There isn’t any reason why we can’t go ahead and let the world 
know that when a man is murdered in Georgia his murderer is going 
to be arrested and tried. There may be differences of opinion on 
other matters, but on murder or lesser violations of the law there 
can’t be any argument. It isn’t a racial matter. It is a matter of 
law. That isn’t liberalism. That’s just sense. 


It won’t cost any votes to have men tried for murder. Even if 
they are men who carry precincts. Failure to do so costs more votes, 
no matter if the murdered man be a Negro and an unpopular Negro 
at that. The law has got to be made, and kept, supreme. : 


Things look better. The atmosphere is clearer. 
Jobs I try to keep an ear to the ground. And I hear he is doing 
a good job with the job hunters. A racket in jobs had grown 


up in Georgia. 


It will shock most Georgians to know that men are now coming 
in and asking for jobs which will pay around $300 a month and 
which won’t require a man to lose any time from his business. Yet, 
such jobs have existed. Men drew. money from the State for jobs 
which required only an occasional report or a trip to the Capitol. 


Those jobs are being abolished. Some few have complained, say- 
ing, ““You have got to run for something in 1950.” 


But the “pension” jobs are abolished. 


That, too, is good. It will be even better and the air even fresher, 
if the Klan boys are made to learn that their philosophy of being 
above the law, and beyond it, won’t go. Maybe they will. 


Anyhow, Georgia’s new Governor has made a fine start. He 
owes me nothing, save what is owed any citizen. I owe him nothing 
save that any citizen owes the Governor of his State. I have no 
influence with him, and have not sought to have any, Therefore, I 
can write honestly that he has made a fine start and a somewhat 
surprised, but gratified, State and nation are looking at him anew, 
busy revaluing opinions, and hoping the rest of the script is as good.

Take the Judges Out of Politics 


It is probable that the question of taking the Georgia judiciary 
out of politics will again come before the Legislature at the coming 
regular session. 

Under the present system the judges of our State courts must 
offer for office just as any other office-holder. The fact that they do 
not have to mix in the rough and tumble of the usual political 
brawl, in this county and circuit, is purely accidental. 

It is our opinion that our judiciary should be aloof from such 
scrambles. They should be untouchable by politician or party boss, 
if there was one. They should feel secure in their position, knowing 
that as long as they are just, fair,and untouchable, they will remain 


in office. 
Plans There have been two plans offered to remove them from 
politics, One is advocated in one form or another by mem- 
bers of the Georgia Bar Association. The other has been advanced 
by Solicitor General Charles H. Garrett. Both have merit. Both are 
designed for the same purpose. At this time we would not care to 
say which is the better. We simply would like to outline both. 
Under the Bar Association plan the local Bar Association would 
recommend three candidates for the judgeship. Out of these three 
the Governor would name one. He would serve until the next gen- 
eral election when his name would be vwlaced on the ballot, but 
without opposition. The voters would simply vote to say whether 
they approved or disapproved of him. It would be a vote of con- 
fidence or no confidence. If he gets a vote of no confidence, the Bar 
Association would again name three men from whom the Gover- 
nor would again name one who would serve until the next general 
election and he then would have to get a vote of confidence. This 
he would have to do at each general election. 


Life Term Under the plan advocated by Mr. Garrett, the judge

would have to run for office as now, and if elected 
to two successive terms, he would be automatically named for 
the job for life by the Governor. 

This plan, under the method suggested by Mr. Garrett, would 
apply to-solicitors as well as judges. 

Both would retire at a specified time. Both would serve with 
the full knowledge they are above and out. of politics, after they 
have been elected twice to their office. 

As said before, we do not attempt to advocate either plan, but 
we do advocate taking the judiciary out of partisan politics, in the 
manner best designed to so do,

They re Dusting Off Their Clubs 


Someone asked Will Rogers once if he believed in women’s clubs. 


“Well, yes,” 


he drawled, “unless they can find a gentler method.” 
Organized womanhood found a gentler method long ago, but they did not find 


the method was always effective. 


They met in solemn session and passed reso- 


lutions. Last week a member of the Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs arose 
amid a aa meeting of the Legislative Committee and exclaimed: “This is the best program of 
action we have ever had! We have been ‘resoluting’ on some of these points for 15 or 20 years, and 


nothing has ever happened. I sometimes think 
when the Georgia Federation gets to Heaven, itll 
be riding in on a resolution!” 

She looked around her. There were four wom- 

en lawyers, presidents of several groups, a for- 
oe State legislator, two farm women, the recent 
mayor of a neighboring town, and she looked at 
them closely: 

“If this committee can’t get something done, 
let's not worry about resolutions any more!” 


It looks, indeed, like the Georgia Federa- 
tion can get something done about its re- 
quests in 1949. Every detail of a comprehen- 
sive lobby plan ha: been worked out by Mrs. 
Z. V. Peterson, Legislative Chairman and a 
skilled hand at politics. 


She has appointed women to follow each pro- 
posed reform, and appointed women in each 
county to spearhead favorable action on bills 
when they come up in the General Assembly. 


County leaders will be notified when bills 
eome up for hearing, when they are put on the 
calendar, and by the time they are scheduled 
for attention, local representatives will have been 
bombarded by the women in their bailiwicks. 
There are close to 40,000 members of the Federa- 
tion and all of them have proved they can be 
articulate. 

Moreover, many of them will probably be in 
the Legislature the days their bills come up, to 
see exactiy how the votes are cast. As one of 
them phrased it last week: “This time we're going 
to sit up with our demands!” 

The Federation is squarely behind the Mini- 
mum Foundation for Education, the Mental 
Health Bill, Pre-Marital Health legislation, Tax 
Revision, Compulsory Secret Ballot, Aid to Cere- 
bral Palsy Sufferers, Women Jurors Bill, and na- 
tionally, they have joined the Genera! Federation 
of Women's Clubs favoring Federal Aid to Educa- 
tion, Increased Pensions for Gold Star Wives and 
Children, and a Displaced Persons law requiring 
immigrants to declare their intention to become 
American ctizens within five years of residence 
in America. 

Congressman James C. Davis has pledged his 
support for the latter three Federal proposals. 

Douglas McRae, Assistant Superintendent, Ful- 
ton County Schools, presented the case for the 
Minimum Foundation program to Mrs. Peterson’s 
group last week: 

“The Georgia Education Association,” he said, 
“wisely left to the people the decision on how the 


Minimum program would ve financed, but I can- 
not believe it will be impossible to raise $83,000,- 
000 in a State that spent $106,000,000 last year 
for whiskey and beer.” 

Whether the Federal Aid bill is passed or not, 
the Federation believes Georgia must activate its 
Minimum Foundation provisions. 

“We need them both,” Mrs. Peterson said. 
“Tf one fails to pass, and the other fails, we are 
in deep water!”’ 


Gertrude Harris, Attorney President of 
the Federation, has thus far steered its force 
toward worthwhile objectives because she 
has not believed women have time to waste 
in useless meetings and organizations. 


“TIT want our legislative program put on the 
fighting line,” she said, “and I want the whole 
strength of the Federation back of the things 
we believe in.” 

There'll be no “gentler method” until these 
women get what they believe Georgia needs.

An accumulation of milk bot- 
tles and newspapers on a door 
step is a certain sign that the 
family is away, an unmistak- 
able “open house” invitation to 
burglars and petty thieves. 


Ditto those drawn window 
shades, the note on the door to 
the ice man, the stuffed mail 
box—all dead give-aways. 


Before you go on a motor trip 
of more than two or three days, 
there are certain precautions you 
should take to protect your prop- 
erty. First, and foremost, noti- 
fy the police and fire department 
of the dates you will be gone, 
for obvious reasons. And be cer- 
tain to give your next-door neigh- | 
bor a key so he can give the 
house an occasional check or in- 
vestigate anything suspicious. 


You'll avoid the give-away 
stuffed mail box and the possi- 
bility of lost mail if you notify 
the post office with a request to 
hold mail until your return. 
Your newspaper boy will save 
your papers for you, or, if you’re 
to be gone an appreciable time, 
the circulation department will 
forward them to you. 


It’s a good idea to switch off 
the master electric switch, dou- 
ble-lock all windows, if possible, 
notify the gas and electric com- 
panies and all other “services” | 
you use.
